lectures  to  society  has,  since  the  year  1870,  maintained  a  Teachers'  School  of 

Science,  through  which  it  has  been  constantly  giving  lessons  to  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  on  all  subjects  relating  to  the  natural 
history  of  the  earth  and  its  natural  productions,  furnishing  specimens 
where  it  was  practicable ;  that  during  the  past  sixteen  years  more 
than  four  hundred  thousand  specimens  belonging  to  the  society  have 
been  thus  studied  and  given  away  to  aid  teachers  in  their  work,  and 
to  enhance  their  usefulness  in  the  public  schools  ;  that,  after  some 
years  of  experience,  the  demand  for  more  thorough  instruction  be- 
came apparent,  when,  in  1877,  the  society  began  to  give  courses  of 
instruction  to  classes  of  limited  numbers,  ranging  from  twenty  to 
fifty  persons,  which  have  been  continued  up  to  the  present  time, 
while  the  demand  has  been  steadily  increasing.  These  courses  have 
generally  been  paid  for  by  the  teachers  themselves ;  but  it  has  been 
found  quite  undesirable  to  continue  this  charge,  as  it  bears  very 
heavily  upon  the  teachers,  shutting  out  some  who  have  families  de- 
pendent upon  them,  while  the  charge   cannot  be  sufficient  to  pay  for

The   estimated   amount   required   for   salaries   of  instructors  the 
coming  year  is  $1,242,088. 
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The  following  statement  presents  the  amounts  paid  for  this  item 
for  four  ye.ars  and  ten  months,  and  the  estimated  amount  required 
for  the  remaining  two  months  of  the  present  year,  —  showing  the

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  statement  that  there  is  an  aver- 
age yearly  increase  in  salaries  of  instructors  of  nearly  $23,000, 
which  is  necessitated  by  the  yearly  natural  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  amount  necessary  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  an  increase  of  about  $5,000  is  requested  in  addition 
to  what  was  spent  during  the  past  year,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
Committee  on  Manual  Training,  who  intend  to  open  additional 
schools  of  that  character  during  the  coming  year. 

The  opening  of  the  Hugh  O'Brien  School  within  a  few  months 
will  require  an  additional  expenditure,  and  the  increase  of  $28,295.58 
for  salaries  of  instructors,  above  the  amount  spent  this  year,  will 
undoubtedly  be  needed  for  the  purpose. 

The  amount  asked  for  salaries  of  officers  is  $57,760, —  a  decrease, 
as  compared  with  the  amount  granted  last  year,  of  $1,240. 

Under  the  head  of  school  expenses  the  following  explanation  is 
offered  as  to  the  necessity  of  granting  the  amounts  requested. 

The  city  is  obliged  by  law  to  furnish  free  books  and  supplies  to 
all  pupils.  The  amount  requested  for  text-books,  drawing-materials 
and  stationery  is  $57,500,  which  is  less,  on  a  basis  of  63,000  pupils, 
than  92  cents  per  pupil.  This  cannot  be  thought  a  large  amount 
considering  the  fact  that  many  pupils  in  the  High  Schools  require 
books  to  the  value  of  over  fifteen  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of 
all  other  supplies,  to  carry  on  their  studies. 

The  sum  of  $66,00.0  is  requested  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water.  Gas 
and  water  will  cost  not  far  from  $10,000,  leaving  $56,000  for  coal 
and  wood.  The  amount  of  fuel  likely  to  be  consumed  the  coming 
year  will  be  about  12,000  tons  of  coal  and  200  cords  of  wood ;  and  if 
the  price  of  coal  should  be  above  $4.50  per  ton,  and  the  estimated 
amount  consumed,  the  sum  requested  would  not  be  sufficient.  The 
school-houses  recently  acquired,  use  a  much  larger  amount  of  fuel, 
gas,  and  water  than  do  the  older  buildings,  on  account  of  improved 
methods  of  ventilation. 
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The  amount  required  for  salaries  of  janitors  is  $106,000.  The 
amount  expended  tins  year  will  be  about  $80,500,  an  increase  of 
about  $3,000  over  that  of  the  past  year,  caused  principally  by  the 
occupation  of  new  buildings  and  additional  work  required  in  the 
other  buildings. 

The  increase  next  year  from  the  same  cause  will  make  salaries  of 
janitors,  on  the  present  basis,  about  $92,500. 

A  year  ago  the  School  Committee  voted  to  increase  these  salaries 
to  the  extent  of  $4,500,  but  they  did  not  put  that  action  into  effect 
owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  appropriation.  It  is  desired  this  year 
to  increase  salaries  to  that  amount,  which  will  make  the  sum  needed 
$97,000. 

Again,  it  is  proposed  to  pay  the  janitors  weekly,  to  conform  to  the 
manner  of  payment  of  similar  employes  in  other  departments,  and, 
the  $97,000  before  stated  will  only  pay  them  to  March  20,  1888;  and 
as  at  least  five  weekly  payments  must  be  made  between  that  date  and 
the  close  of  the  financial  year,  an  additional  appropriation  of  at  least 
$9,000  will  be  needed  to  meet  that  contingency,  making  the  total 
amount  required  $106,000,  as  above  stated. 

The  committee  have  included  an  estimate  for  clearing  the  snow 
from  school-house  yards,  in  accordance  with  a  communication  from 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  that 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  School  Board  to  do  this  work.  The  amount 
requested  is  $4,000,vthe  committee  believing  that  sum  may  answer 
for  experiment  during  the  first  year. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  careful  examination  of  the 
other  items  under  the  head  of  school  expenses  will  alone  be  sufficient 
to  guarantee  the  granting  of  the  full  amounts  requested. 

The  committee  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  estimates 
have  considered  every  item  very  carefully  and  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  every  dollar  asked  for  is  needed  and  should  be  granted.  If  the 
appropriating  power  thinks  otherwise  the  School  Board  respectfully 
request  that  they  may  be  informed  what  item  or  items  can  be  reduced. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  request  that  the  Auditor 
of  Accounts  may  be  authorized  to  transfer  unexpended  balances  from 
any  one  of  the  appropriations  named  to  any  other  appropriation.

Section  197.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the 
public  schools  without  a  certificate  of  a  physician  that  such 
pupil  has  been  vaccinated,  or  is  otherwise  protected  against 
the  small-pox ;  but  this  certificate  shall  not  be  required 
of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from  one  public  school  to  an- 
other. No  child  sick  with  whooping-cough  shall  be  allowed  « 
to  attend  school ;  nor  shall  any  child  be  allowed  to  attend  any 
school  in  the  city  while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which 
such  child  belongs  is  sick  with  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  or  measles,  or  during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the 
death,  recovery,  or  removal  of  such  sick  person,  such  length  of 
time  being  certified  to  in  writing  to  the  teacher  by  a  physician  or 
by  the  Board  of  Health.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  the  structure 
of  tenement  or  other  dwelling  houses,  families  live  in  close  con- 
tact with  one  another  so  as  to  be  practically  as  one  family,  the 
teachers  and  officers  of  the  School  Board  shall  regard  such 
houses   in    which    the  families   do    not  live   apart,  or   are  not 
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removed  from  contagion,  as  one  household,  within  the  meaning 
of  Chapter  64  of  the  Laws  of  1884  and  the  acts  in  addition  thereto. 
When  children  are  absent  from  school  on  account  of  sickness, 
and  whenever  the  principal  has  reason  to  suspect  the  existence 
of  contagious  diseases  in  any  household,  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  exclude  pupils  from  school  until  the  cases  can  be  properly 
investigated.  The  teachers  shall  exercise  the  greatest  caution 
in  sending  pupils  to  the  houses  of  absent  pupils  to  ascertain  the 
reasons  for  such  absence,  especially  forbidding  them  to  enter  the 
houses  to  which  they  are  sent.  Pupils  shall  not  be  so  sent 
where  contagious  diseases  are  believed  to  exist  in  the  household 
of  the  absent  pupils.  The  principal  of  any  school,  upon  the 
receipt  of  information  satisfactory  to  him  that  any  pupil  attend- 
ing a  school  under  his  charge  has  visited  a  household  where,  at 
the  time  of  such  visit,  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or 
measles  existed,  shall  suspend  such  pupil  from  school  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks  next  following  such  visit.

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen, — In  the  last  report  made  by  your  inter=areni 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Seaver,  he  called  attention  to  a  matter  which  has 
long  been  of  great  interest  tome,  and  for  which  I  venture  to  ask  your 
further  consideration.  The  free  Kindergartens  now  existing  in  the 
city  of  Boston  have  been  established  since  1878.  They  have  been 
developed  sufficiently  to  show  the  great  value  of  Frobel's  system  for 
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very  young  children,  and  the  results  are  such  that  all  those  who  have 
looked  into  the  subject  are  unanimous  in  their  belief  that  it  forms 
the  necessary  basis  for  future  work  in  all  grades  and  for  all  studies 
and  occupations.  This  system  has  been  in  practice  in  many  of  our 
cities,  with  great  success,  and  in  several  important  places  has  al- 
ready been  incorporated  into  the  public-school  system.  Is  it  not 
time  that  some  movement  should  be  made  in  Boston  to  investigate 
its  value,  and  to  see  whether  it  is  such  as  to  warrant  its  adoption  into 
our  schools  for  children  from  four  to  six  years  of  age? 

Will  you  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation  to  look  into  the 
present  workings  of  the  Kindergartens,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the 
value  of  this  system  in  connection  with  our  public  schools? 

I  shall  be  glad  to  see  any  members  of  the  committee  you  may  ap- 
point, or  any  members  of  the  Board,  to  give  them  statistics,  or  any 
information  that  I  can  on  the  subject.

began  to  perfect  herself  in  the  branches  she  would  be 
required  to  teach.

1.  Home  lessons  in  arithmetic  should  be  given  out  only  in  excep- 
tional cases. 

2.  The  mensuration  of  the  trapezoid  and  of  the  trapezium,  of  the 
prism,  pyramid,  cone,  and  sphere;  compound  interest,  cube  root  and 
its  applications ;  equation  of  payments,  exchange,  similar  surfaces, 
metric  system,  compound  proportion,  and  compound  partnership,  — 
should  not  be  included  in  the  required  course. 

3.  All  exercises  infractions,  commission,  discount,  and  proportion 
should  be  confined  to  small  numbers,  and  to  simple  subjects  and 
processes,  the  main  purpose  throughout  being  to  secure  thorough- 
ness, accuracy,  and  a  reasonable  degree  of  facility  in  plain,  ordinary 
ciphering. 

4.  In  "practical  problems,"  and  in  examples  illustrative  of 
arithmetical  principles,  all  exercises  are  to  be  avoided  in  which  a 
fairly  intelligent  and  attentive  child  of  the  age  concerned  would  find 
any  considerable  difficulty  in  making  the  statement  which  is  prelimi- 
nary to  the  performance  of  the  properly  arithmetical  operations. 

When  arithmetical  work  is  put  into  the  form  of  practical  or  illus- 
trative problems  it  must  be  for  the  purpose  of  interesting  and  aiding 
the  child  in  the  performance  of  the  arithmetical  operations,  and  with 
a  view  to  their  common  utility. 

5.  In  oral  arithmetic  no  racing  should  be  permitted;  but  the  dic- 
tation should  be  of  moderate  rapidity. 

6.  The  average  time  devoted  to  arithmetic  throughout  the  Primary 
and  Grammar  School  course  should  be  three  and  a  half  hours  a 
week;  and  in  the  third  Primary  grade  not  more  than  two  hours,  and 
in  the  first  and  second  Primary  grades  not  more  than  three  and  a 
half  hours  each  per  week. 

And  also  all  examinations  for  promotion  from  Primary  to  Grammar 
Schools  should  be  as  simple  as  possible,  and  strictly  confined  within 
the  limit  of  an  hour  in  each  subject.

Gentlemen,  —  In  answer  to  the  question  submitted  to  me  by  the 
Asst.  Clerk  of  Committees,  by  your  direction,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  provisions  of  Sections  48,  49,  and  51,  of  Chapter  44  of  the  Public 
Statutes  apply  to  the  taking  of  land  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  school 
purposes.

There  is  great  lack  of  school-room  accommodation  in  this  dis- 
trict; during  the  last  four  years  the  committee  have  made  frequent 
and  persistent  application  to  the  City  Council  for  additional  school- 
room accommodations,  and  their  requests  have  been  hitherto  virtually 
ignored. 

Your  committee  have  no  power.  The  School  Board  has  no 
authority  of  law  to  provide  for  our  children  school-room  accommoda- 
tion. All  we  can  do  under  the  law  is  to  ask  the  City  Council  to 
furnish  it.  That  we  have  faithfully  done  our  duty  in  the  matter  will,

Notwithstanding  all  these  orders  offered  by  the  Sixth  Division 
Committee,  passed  by  this  Board,  and  regularly  forwarded  to  the 
City  Council,  there  are  to-day  about  one  hundred  pupils  in  the 
Lincoln  District  receiving  half-time  instruction  only,  for  want  of  the 
necessary  school-room  accommodation.  Besides,  there  is  one  large 
class  in  the  school-hall,  thereby  greatly  interfering  with  the  musical 
instruction  in  the  school.  Another  class  is  forced  to  receive  instruc- 
tion in  the  basement  of  the  Hawes-place  Church.  In  the  Bigelow 
District  there  are  two  primary  classes  over  the  court-room  in  the 
engine-house  on  Fourth  and  Dorchester  streets, — a  place  utterly 
unfit  for  children.  The  Gaston  School,  even  before  it  was  burned, 
was  compelled  to  have  one  of  its  classes  in  a  miserable,  little,  dark, 
and  ill-ventilated  chapel  on  L  street.  When  all  the  "rooms  of  this 
school  are  rebuilt  they  will  be  still  insufficient  to  accommodate  all  its 
pupils.  The  Shurtleff  School  is  crowded  to  overflowing.  Our  citi- 
zens complain,  and  with  good  reason,  because  their  children  cannot 
ha,ve  the  school-room  accommodation   to  which  they  are  justly  en- 
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titled.  They  even  blame  the  School  Committee,  when,  in  fact,  we 
have  no  power  in  the  matter  other  than  what  we  have  done  over  and 
over  and  over  again.  To  the  City  Council,  and  the  City  Council 
alone,  belongs  the  responsibility.  In  view  of  these  facts,  your  com- 
mittee respectfully  ask  that  a  copy  of  this  report  and  the  accompany- 
ing orders  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council.

In  presenting  the  above  nominations  the  committee  reported  that 
Section  226,  paragraph  8,  of  the  Regulations,  provides  that  — 

"  The  Regulations  which  fix  the  rank  of  teachers  any  school  is  en- 
titled to  shall  not  be  held  to  require  the  reduction  in  rank  of  any 
regularly  confirmed  teacher  who  has  been  nominated  for  reelection, 
to  serve  in  the  same  school  in  which  he  is  already  serving,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  that  the  rank  of  a 
regularly  confirmed  teacher  serving  in  any  school  is  higher  than  the 
number  of  pupils  in  said  school  would  allow  by  the  Regulations 
strictly  applied,  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall,  at  the  first  op- 
portunity, propose  a  transfer  of  such  teacher  to  a  school  in  which  a 
suitable  vacancy  exists ;  and  all  proposals  of  transfer  so  made  shall 
be  acted  on  by  the  Board  before  the  vacancy  is  filled  in  any  other 
way.  A  teacher  declining  to  be  so  transferred  may  thereupon  be 
reduced  in  rank,  as  required  by  the  Regulations." 

At  the  last  annual  election  there  were  several  teachers  elected 
under  the  authority  of  this  section,  one  of  whom  was  a  sub-master 
and  one  a  first  assistant.  It  became  the  duty  of  this  committee 
when  vacancies  occurred  in  such  ranks  in  other  schools  to  propose 
the  transfers  of  these  teachers  before  the  vacancies  were  filled  in  any 
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other  way.  When  the  nominations  herein  presented  were  reported 
to  this  committee,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  persons  nominated  had 
heen  placed  in  their  positions  by  the  committees  in  charge,  and  had 
been  serving  for  some  time  in  them.  One  of  the  nominees  had  re- 
signed his  position  elsewhere  to  accept  that  which  he  now  occupies ; 
the  other  nominee  resigned  her  position,  of  a  lower  rank  in  another 
school,  and  the  position  has  since  been  filled.  It  was,  therefore, 
impracticable  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  propose  any 
transfer  of  teachers  as  provided  for  by  the  Regulations.  This  com- 
mittee is  not  aware  of  vacancies  in  the  schools,  usually,  until  such 
vacancies  have  been  filled  and  the  incumbents  nominated.  In  the 
judgment  of  this  committee  no  satisfactory  results  can  be  effected 
Under  the  present  Regulations.  The  responsibility  of  considering  the 
transfer  of  teachers  elected  under  the  section  above  quoted  should 
rest  with  the  real  appointing  power,  — the  committee  in  charge.

For  many  years  the  chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on  Sewing 
was  filled  by  a  lady,  to  whom,  naturally,  all  matters  relating  to  this 
branch  of  instruction  were  left.  There  being  no  lady  on  the  com- 
mittee to  act  for  the  present  committee,  they  proceeded  to  inform 
themselves  relative  to  their  duties.  In  the  course  of  their  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  the  committee  ascertained  that  instruction  in 
sewing  shall  be  given  twice  a  week,  one  hour  at  a  time,  to  the  fourth, 
fifth,  and  sixth  classes  of  girls  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  that 
,  such  instruction  might  be  extended  into  other  classes  by  the  Board 

on  the  joint  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Sewing  and  the 
Division  Committee  in  charge.  The  committee  learned  that  sewing 
had  been  extended  into  the  three  upper  classes  of  the  Shurtleff  School 
by  the  Board,  thus  making  fourteen  sewing  divisions  in  that  school. 
As  it  seemed  to  the  committee  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  time 
required  by  the  Regulations —  two  hours  a  week  to  each  division  — 
to  be  given  to  the  fourteen  divisions  in  this  school  by  one  teacher, 
and  as  the  precedent  of  employing  more  than  one  sewing-teacher  in 
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a  school  bad  been  long  ago  established  in  the  Winthrop  School,  with 
such  exceptional  success  as  to  lead  the  committee  to  presume  that 
such  a  course  was  not  only  desirable,  but  necessary,  your  committee 
placed  three  of  the  sewing  divisions  of  the  Sliurtlcff  School  in  charge 
of  another  teacher,  leaving  eleven  divisions  in  the  charge  of  Mrs. 
Cleary.  There  are  twenty-five  school-hours  in  the  week ;  the 
opening  exercises  and  the  recesses  take  up  three  hours  of  this 
time,  leaving  twenty-two  hours,  which  would  enable  Mrs.  Cleary  to 
devote  to  each  of  the  eleven  divisions  in  her  charge  the  two  hours  a 
week,  as  required  by  the  Regulations.  The  salary  of  Mrs.  Cleary 
has  been  reduced  but  twelve  dollars  a  .year.  The  committee  did 
what  they  thought  best  for  the  school  and  best  for  Mrs.  Cleary,  and 
they  recommend  that  the  petitioner  have  leave  to  withdraw.

For  the  first  time  since  the  death  of  Mayor  Thomas 
A.  Davis,  in  the  year  1845,  the  chair  of  the  President 
of  the  School  Board  has  been  made  vacant  by  death, 
and  we  have  cause  to  mourn  the  decease  of  Hon. 
Timothy  J.  Dacey,  who,  for  the  past  two*  years,  has  so 
ably  presided  over  our  deliberations.  It  is  no  dis- 
paragement to  those  who  preceded  him  to  say.  that  for 
parliamentary  skill,  for  expedition  in  the  despatch  of 
business,  for  clearness  and  impartiality  in  rulings,  and 
for  dignity  and  grace  of  bearing  as  a  presiding  officer, 
he  was  unexcelled  by  any  one  who  has  filled  the  same 
position  during  the  memory  of  the  present  members  of 
this  Board.  But  it  is  not  of  him  as  presiding  officer 
alone   that  we   come  to-day  to   express  our  feelings  of 
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grief  and  sorrow  at  the  loss  that  we,  with  the  schools 
of  Boston,  the  entire  community,  and  his  own  immedi- 
ate family,  have  sustained  ;  we  recognize  and  remember 
the  great  and  many  virtues  with  which  our  good  friend 
was  endowed,  and  which  had  been  developed  by  a  life 
of  active  usefulness  from  early  childhood  to  the  present 
time,  and  had  found  expression  in  the  bright,  genial, 
generous  nature  of  one  who  was  to  each  and  all  of  us 
a  warm  personal  friend. 

He  represented  everything  that  is  good  and  progres- 
sive in  the  personal  and  political  life  of  the  young  men 
of  this  age  ;  rising  to  his  present  position,  and  to  the 
various  positions  of  public  trust  he  has  held,  entirely 
through  merit,  he  has  lived  more  than  respected,  and 
more  than  beloved,  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  con- 
tact. He  was  essentially  a  self-made  man,  and  acquired 
his  present  position  in  social  and  public  life,  through 
strict  attention  to  the  highest  principles  of  morality, 
honestv,  and  integrity,  and  by  diligent  attention  and 
devotion  to  those  duties  which  tend  to  make  a  man  a 
good  citizen.  He  was  a  generous,  whole-souled,  large- 
hearted,  noble  man,  positive  in  his  convictions  and 
expressions,  but,  at  the  same  time,  most  kind  and  consid- 
erate of  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others  ;  while  his  good- 
nature, ready  wit,  his  pleasant  and  happy  disposition, 
won  for  him  hosts  of  friends,  and  made  him  one  of  the 
most  popular,  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  beloved,  of  the 
young  men  of  our  time. 

While  those  who  knew  him  have  cause  to  mourn  as 
though  a  friend  and  brother  was  taken  from  them,  yet 
his  great  good  character,  his  noble  life  and  example, 
will  live  in  their  minds  and  hearts,  soothing,  in  a  meas- 
ure only,  the  anguish  which  his  death  has  caused. 

Your     committee    have     almost    despaired    in    their 
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attempt  to  extend  on  our  records  any  adequate  expres- 
sion of  the  feelings  of  Our  Board  in  this  affliction  ;  but, 
in  memory  of  our  presiding  officer,  our  good  and  true 
personal  friend,  we  recommend  that  this  expression  of 
our  remembrance  and  regard  be  spread  in  full  upon  the 
records  of  our  Board  ;  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  suit- 
ably engrossed  and  sent  to  the  brother  of  the  deceased ; 
that  the  desk  lately  occupied  by  Mr.  Dacey  be  draped  in 
mourning  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  and  that  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Board  attend  the  funeral  services  of  our  late 
President  in  a  body.
